* At the request ei the Director-General of Archffiology in India, the Bhattiproln 
bone relic was sent to the officer in charge of the Archmologieal section, Indian 
Museum, Caloulta, for presentation to the Mahabodhi Society, Calcutta. 

The Director-General of Archaeology in India was requested to depute the 
Archeological Chemist to inspect aome 'of the Archmologieal exhibits that are 
undergoing a certain amount of deterioration and to subject them to examination and 
treatment. He accordingly visited the Mneeum on 24th November 1919 and has 
forwarded a report on the subject. When this waa rewived the Direotor-Generul of 
Arcbmoiogy whs again requested to depute him to visit the Mnseum in order to 
coDAider w!hat special cases would be required and how they should be eonstructed. 

He advised us to send him the lead coins in the collection for treatment ^und 
preservation. Forty-two lead coins were accordingly sent to him and were received 
beck after treatment.

A number of wood-carvings, which have long been stored in the temporary shed,' 
have been examined and the best of them aeleoted and cleaned for exhibition.

The following undated ooppcr-plato grants liave been purchased on the r«»m- ’ 
mendation of the Assislaiit Archseological Superintendent for Epigraphy, Southern * 
Circle. They were issued by a family of chiefs who were ruling over parts of Orissa 
and of the Ganjam district about the 10th to Uie 13th eenturies A.D. These are , 
the 6rst plates of this dynasty to be acquired for the Museum. 

(1) A set of three plates strung on a ring with a seal bearing a lion facing the 
proper left and the legend ‘ ^ri Nsttiibhanja JJovasya They record that Netribbanja 
Deva, a chief of the Bbanja family, gave the village of Aratahu to several Brahmans. 

(2) A ,set of three plates etningou a ring with an mdietiuct impression of 
a lion. They record that Nstribhanja Ueva, a chief of the Btiiinja dynasty, gave the 
village of Machchhada to a Brahman. 

(5) A set of three plates strung on a ring bearing an indistinct impression of a 
lion. They record that Vidyadharabhanja, a chief of the Bhauja dynasty, gave the 
village of Mub Maehcbbada to a Brahman. 

Tho following six copper-plate grants liave been received from Oovernmeat 
officers for deposit in the Museum, 

(1) The second and lost plates of a set of copper-plates without a ring sent 
by the Deputy Collector of Atuiakilr, Kollore district. They record that the 
Yijaysnagam King Kxishiiadeva Mabirilya gave the vllbgo of KondavaSali to a 
number of Brahmans on the full-moon dar in the month of Ysi^akha in the year 
Vyaya-gaka Hi*? fl536 A,D.). 

(2) A single brass plate in two pieces, which beloaged to a convict in the 
Coimbatore Central Jail, secured and sent by the Collector of Coimbatore, ft 
records the arrangement made by the Gavundaus of Naraaapumm to restore th^ 
worship in the Angala Paramejvarl temple, which was disturbed by the outbreak of 
an epidemic in ^(ika 1722 (A.D. 1890), It states that it was issued during the 
administration of Hurdis, a servant of the Honourable the Kast India Company.* 

(3) A single copper plate sent by the Tahsildar of Madskasira, AnantapQr' 
district. It records tlmt during the reign of FraudhadSvarai'ala Bukkar&ja of 
Vijayanagara the Eoddirikam (obief office) of four village was oonfetred on a person 
named Xnicherla Nallappa Nayudu in ^ka 1429 (1607 A.D.}, 

(4) A set of five plates strung on a ring with a seal bearing in relief the 
legend, ‘ Sri Tribhuvanamkula ’ and the emblems of a boar, two chauries, a crescent, 
an elephant goad, the sun, a conch, a drum, a four petallod flower, a flower bud and a 
throne, found by a ryot in the village of Teki, G5davarl district, while working ig^hie 
field and secured for Govern meat by the Collector of Gsdavarl. They record that i^e 
Eastern Cbfllufcyau King ChBdaganga Deva surnamed Rajaraja conferred certain 
privileges on the deaceudeuta of the Teliki family in the 1 7th year of the reigp. of 
the Chela Kiog Kulottuoga I, 1086-1087 A.D. {Epiffrapfiia In^ica, Volume VT, 

pag?834.) 

(6) An Incomplete set of 14 plates Strang on a ring vdth a seal beanag an, 

indistinct legend and a bull, found with many images while digging a foundation iif 
the premise.'! of a Siva temple in Thandanthottam viLla^, Tanjore^diCBt/ict, someV 
htindred years ago, acquired by the Epigraphist for the Government of India, 
Some plates from the beginning, middle and ‘end are missing, The existiag plater 
show that in the 5Sth year of the PallavaKing Vijaya Nandivikramavarman (Ndndi- 
varman HI) the village of Dayamukhamangalam was distributed among Biabmans 
at the instauce of the chief Dayamukha, also that Nandivarmau took away from the 
diaiiga King a valuable necklace and the mad elephant called ^ Pal^vardhana \ 
(South Indian Inaeriptiom, Volume II, page 617.) ' * 

' (6) A sat of three plates stning on a ring received from the Tatmi)dar of 

Valyfluadrpg. /They record that Raja Veiika^paty Niyaka of the Vijayaaagara 
Dynast}' conferred the right of gaudoship over five villages in RSyadurg teititorytOfiT

' in the year Flava-8&ka 1583 (A.D. 1661).

They record the grant made by the Failava King V^ijayiLskandaTarmanltf 
the village of Omgodu to a Brahman on the 3rd trayodaSi tilhi in the 3 ird year of 
,hifl feign. The date may be ascribed to about 450 A, U. 

(2) A eet of five platea strung on a ring without a seaL^ They record the 
grant made by the Pallava King Siinbavarman it of the village of Ogomdii (dingodu) 
to a Brahman on the oceasion of an eclipse. -The plates were subsetjuently engraved 
by the order of the king on the 6th tithi b the bright fortnight in the mouth of 
^ VaiSakha. The date may probably be fixed at aboot 5h6 A.D. 

Six grants were collected and presented to the Museum by the late M.RRy. 
G, V. Appa Ran Fantulu Gam, Epigraphist of the VijaytiDagaruni Estate :— 

- (_1)_ A set of three plates strung on a ring with a seal bearing the legend 

* Sri Anivarita ’ and a boar, dug up by a ryot of Munjirti in a patch of land adjoin- 
ing bis house aud found secured in a pot. They record that the Bastern Cbalukyaii 
King Kokilavarma Maharaja gave the village of Bodderi to a Brahman of Muojera 
on the day of a lunar eclipse. 

(2) A set of three plates strung on a riug with a seal beating the emblems of 
a boar, a cresoent, a lotus and the legend, ‘ iSri Auivaritambu ’ fotiud along with 
the previous grant. They record that Ihs Etisteni Chijukyatt King Eskilavarma 
Maharaja gave the village of Vettuvada to a Brahmen on the occasioa of a Inuar 
eclipse. He iu turn distributed the villago among a hundred Brahmans living in 
^ Munjern. These are the first grants of this King to be acquired for the Museuni. 

^ (3) A aet of three pktea etrting on a ring with a seal bearing in relief the 

emblems of the sun, the moon, a, lot ns and the legend ‘Sri Vijavasiddhi ’ found 
along with grant No, I abijve. They record that Eastern Clifilukyan King Mangi 
Yuviirfija gave the village of Kouduka-Yilaugavada to H)3 learned Brahmans ^n 
^ ^ke^occasiou of a lunar eclipse. These plates supply information about the gon^loQ-Y 
of the Chalukyan dynasty. *

^isii^pat§m district. They record that the Eastern GangaKing Vairahasta III gave 
.the district of ^rasatta together with 35 villages to one of Ms relatives on tbe^9th 
day m the month of Mina in Saka 967, A.D. 1045. This is believed to be the ofdesit 
.known grant of Vajrahasla. {Epi^rajihH Itniufa, Yolume XI, page 147.) 

- A set of Oiree plates strung on a ring with a seal bearing in relief a standing 
hon, was found by a man while digging foundations for a matt at Malipadu, 
tkddap^ district, and was presented to the Museum. It records that the Ghaia 
j ruling over the country now comprisin g the districts of 

Cuddftpah and a portion of Nellore, gave a plot of land in the village of Biraparu to a 
Brah^U on the full-moon day in the month of EArtika in the fifth ydbr of his reien^* 
The date has been roug)Jy fixed at about the end of the 8th century AnD fSBi- 
YolumeXl,page337.) ^ ^ 
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A set of £.Te plates strung on a ring was presented by the Moeegar of Danda- 
palli, Cniltoor district, to the Muaeuin. The}' record that the crown prince'\ 
Vi jay aray a who was m ling over Mulvay, one of the main diyisioDS of the Vijaya- 
npgara Empire, founded a village Kriy&^aktipuia and gave it to Krishna Fandita in .1 
1410 A.D. He in turn divided it into several divisions and distributed them among 
several learned Brahnaans. This is the first grant of this priaec to be acquired for 
the Museiim. , , 

A set of 31 plates (tlje highest on record) found in an underground chamber in 
the temple of XimvSlaQgftdn, Cbittoor district, was acquired for the Museum under 
tho pinwisions of the Tr^sore Trove Act The plates are strung on a massive ring the 
ends of which are secured by means of a seal bearing in relief the emblems of a tiger, 
two fishes, a bow, two lamps, two ankulas, two spears, two flagstaSs, two chamaras, a 
drum, a varaha, a swestika and tripod, a parasol and a legend in Snn»''krit which 
has been translated, Hail 1 Prosperity! This is ParakSsarivarman Rajindra>Chola’s 
edict to be ^me on the glittering jewels of the row of rD)'al diadems/^ They record 
that in his year the Chela King Hfijendra-Chola I granted tho village of Palaiya- 
nflr to the Siva temple at TiruvilangSdn, Tho first ten plates are in Sanskrit and 
give valuable information about the ChSla genealogy and the history of dlScreut Chela 
kings. The second 21 plates aro in Tamil and register the order of the kings and 
specify the boundaries of the village at the time of tho grant, i.e,, 1016-1017 A.Fi, 
This is a very important and valuable acquisition. 

Her Excellency I^ady Willingdon presented four inscribed hrioks from Babylon. 

The Archieological Assistant toured in North Arcot, Anantapur, Chingleput, 
Kistna and Godavari distriots. 

8, Numisuatics.—T he manuscript of the Catalogue of the coins of Haidar Alt 
and Tipu Sultan has been sent to tho Government Press and is passing through thei 
proof stage. Arrangements are being made for the preparation of the ueceesary plates. 

The following coins were acquired under the provisions of the Indian Treasure 
Trove Act:— 

{!) An important find of twenty-one gold coins discovered during the rclhova] 
of atones and digging in a field by Gurram Chinna Keddi and his aervaniB "ro- 
Faria village, Kumool district. They comprise 14 varahas, 6 Kadamba fauams and 
one qumrtcr Kadamba fanam. The fourteen vaiahas are all round and are of the well 
known Cb&Itikyan type called padmatanka. They presorvo their cup^sbaped form in 
almost all cases. One of them is thinner and larger than the others. I'hey show 
various^ punch-murks on the surfaee, the most prominent of which are the two 
Buspieious symbols Sri iu the old Teltigu-Xunuada script on either side of the 
wriphery nt the ends of the horizontal diameter. At one extremity of the vertical 
diameter is found iu Telugu-Konnada characters the name or of the kingSirho 
issued the coin and at the other end is found a hook attached to a spear bearing the sun 
^nd moon. There is also a stroke below the hook. The other symbols are figures of 
a lion or tiger with open mouth, raised paw and twisted tail very cmdely represented by 
dptf and lines. Tho central part is occupied by the figure of n lion. The reverse side 
01 tho coin is blank. Ton of the coins beai' the legend * n^kaka/ one of them bears 
* nnakiti * another ‘ Aksha nuother * Ksbuda * or .* Bada * and one ‘ Ji Th^ 
legends are incomplete and till more coins are found it is not possible to l^y exactly, 
what these letters mean. They are similar to' the Telugu-Ohola coim of the Kodur* 
Treasure Trove Case and were probably issued by Telugu-Cliola Chiefs who w^re 
ruling in Telugu districts. * *, ' * * 

(2) Seventeen punch-marked silver coins known as Furanas, found in a brokA * 
pot imbedded in the ground in a waste land in Kanniankuttai village, Salem district. •

9* Ecosonin a.Ntj BoTAKicin.—In both the Economic and Botanical galleries a 
large dnmber of old labt^were replaced. An attempt is being made to give the 
names of specimens in Hindi, Tamil, Telngu, Kanateso and Malayulam so far aa , 
they can be ascertained. A number of pulses, foHM-erains and plant parts of 
medicinal value that were available locally were purchased to replace bad 
apecimens in the gallery. Some of tlie materials in formalin have similarly been 
replac^ by frosh ones. The building atones have been rearranged according to 
their litbologicul characters. The Botanical gallery has been rearranged to make 
Imtter ow of the light and apace available. A few*fruits, flowers, seeds, etc., that 
were found growing within the City of Madras have been collected and preserved 
Tor exhibirion in their respective places. 

A catalogue of all the articles in the Economic gallery e;tcepting the limbers 
(already catalogued) has been under preparation and will bo ready for publication 
shortly. 

10. ZooiiOGTf.—A large number of specimens, chiefly birds and fishes, have 
been substituted for older and less perfect ones tn the ooUeotion. The soienMo 
■ames of inost of the exhibits have been brought up-to-date. A catalogue of South 
, Indian birds with vernacular names, wherever possible, is in progress.

6. Tourt .—Not much touring was done during the year under report, as a great 
deal of collecting lias been done in the immediate vicinity of Madras, thus resulting 
in a saving of expenditure under tmvelling allowance. The Superintendent made 
a tour to Bangalore with the Zoological ABH^istaut starting on the 4th .May, whiah 
resulted in eeoming a valuable coUoGtion of invertebrate specimens. Continuing the 
tour, the Superinteudent spent gome time on the Nilgiri hills where tlio Botanical 
Assistant joined him and a good number of interesting botanical specimens were 
collected. The Superintendent returned to headiiiiartera on the 7th June. 

The Archmological Aesistnut was deputed to attend the meotiugs of the Sesond 
Oriental Conference held in Calcutta in the last week of January L922, wliere he 
read a paper on ^some old Mamtha gold coins'. The Indian Soienae Oongrs^, ■ 
which was held in Madras this year, was attended by the Superintendont aud th^ 
Zoological and Botanical Assistants. 

7. DemoHstratii>n 9 ,^Th.e demonstrations to studonts began in December and 
ariangemente were made for them to last till May to suit the couvenieuce of sobe of 
the sohuols who were unable to utilize the dates originally allotted to them, Mhnv,, 
however, failed to send any studentsowing to the hoUdaya, with the result 
though 2,221 students were entered in the programme, only 950 attended.

Both teachers und school boys have made use of the herbarium in the eourse 
of the year, to seme extent for purpoaes of identification, bat at present ebiefl.y oa 
an example of what to aim at in making collections in schoote.

Thft marked increase in the number of visitors and the fact^ that the smallest 
number of readers on a day in this year is almost thrice that of the figure fgr |ho 
pravious year show that th^ibrary has grown in popularity. Visitors seem to have 
' come, a# in the previous yeax in a steadier stream than in the years before. The 
total number of volumea consulted in this year is 39,2—excluding ^023 volumes 
issued for museum work anu on loan to Guvernmeut offices—as a^inst 60,229 
volumes issu^ in the previous year. This fall is to be attributed to the causes |et 
put iu the previous yearns report as also to a change that was introduced during the 
year with regard to the issuing of books for reference. The condition of many of^he 
voluptes is such that it was found inadvisable to subject them to th^monnt of hani^ 
ling tli&t is inevitable when books are issued in the usual way for re|esenat, and 
certain acbojari and regular visitors, who could be relied on not to abuse the privilege, 
‘Iberefore allowed direct access to tlie shelves. The number of books thus 
consulted *naturally coulfi not he recorded, A yearis experiencft proves the^ncoew^f 
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thi* practiM; but it baa *had the effect of pkcbg greater reaponflibilities on tW • 
BttBDda 0 t 3 who &iirv& tb€ public^ aa it can only ho adopted with, safety uudor oar^fiil 
rcstrietion wid personal superviBiou. 

During this rear, .«98 standard works (iu 826 volumes) were added to the 

* Libran'. Of there, 204 (22 1 volumes) were purchased and 49-1 (605 volumesj were 
receiy^ a? gitk. Among the gifts was a colleotiou of 586 rolutnos kindly prerented 
by P, Soutter Esq,, a. 11 . 1,0 b., some time Deputy Chief Engineer to the Calcutta 
Port CommisBionera and now of Bangalore City, the value of which may be estimated 
at about Es, 2,000. This collection, which will prove valuable for the comparative 
study of l■ei^git>nB, is probably the most cousiderable gift by a private individual to 
this Library since its foundation. Book-plates have been placed in Mr. Soutter s 
books in appreciation of iris gift and as a permanent record of it. 

-The Sixth Snpplement of the Author Catalogue was brought out during the voar 
flud the conrequent shifting of books was effected. A card catalogue for all sub^ 
quent additions has been completed. The heavy work entailetl by the shifting, by 
the various processes in connexion with the ucoesaion of Mr. Sotitfep’s books and the 
prepuratiou of the card catalogue for all additions after 1919 did not alloa’ of much 
attention being paid to other w'ork, but the arrangement of ParUamentan' Papers* 
and newspapers was proceeded with and an examination of tlie accuraulated mass 
of serial publications was started. The Sub-Librarian contributed a chapter on 
‘ ilureums and labmrics* to the work entitled i« Indian EUrnUHtar^ 

Schools^ edited by Miss C, Gordon {Oxjord UTtistr^itt/ rrmX 

In pursuance of a resolotioii passed at a conference of the officers and^represen* 
tatives of the various libraries in the city, held on the "^Cth December 1920, under 
instructions from Government (G.O. No. 882, Home (Education), dated fith August 
1920) witli regard to lie starting of a library circle for this Pregidency with a sj'stein , 
of inter-borrowing, 1 entered into correspondence with the authorities of the chief 
libraries of the city and ascertaiued that the more important of them were prepared 
to co-operate under requisite safeguards in the interests of the institutions to which 
they hvlong. To prepnta a combined catalogue—a necessary preliminary to. the 
successful working of tlie sj'stem—and to carry on satisfactorily the work of preser¬ 
vation of the contents of the Connemara Public Library, I had to submit proposal 
for additional staff. Desirable though it is in the intereatB of the reading public. 
Government, however, naturaUv could not nanctinn any such development present 
on account of the finanolal position and directed that the library circle scheme 
be held in abeyanoo till finances improved, when the matter wilt be taken up again. 
The provision of additional Bbdving for the storage of books has unfortunately 
been postponed for the same reaaon. This is a much more setioua matter, and one 
that will have a permntioiit effect to the prejudice of sobolatship in the Prreideucy if 
the tnalter cannot be proceeded with at once. The University Ijibrary, which is now 
housed in the Cobnemara Library bnildingand cannot possibly huvc^ile own building 
ready for use for several years to come, is already utterly congested, in spite of such 
serious restrictions in purchases of recent years that it lias fallen senouslv out of 
date. The Connemara Library is now faced with similar conditions} and unless/ 
funds can bo found in the immediate future for the shelving that has beeu plAiiied and 
siwietioned the two premier libraries of tlie Pr^idoncy will practically have to cease 
purehore. This will mean not only that tbcj\become /imporanly obsolete^ but that 
in the future works published during this period, in^ding scientific pariirficabi, oi 
many whtchtwe possess valuable sets extending hack (over many decades, will not be 
available for the use of workers in this Presidency,. And without tliem good work 
Will be impossible. ' *
